What lyes beyond this, is ynacceſſible and imperninus, both te 
Wiſe men , and to Fooles, Now if this Errant- Knight- Aduo- 
cate for Proteſtancy, this Hercules , or VIyſſes ( it he had rather ſo) 
this xeavrgeres , ( As he, 

Multorum mores hominum qui yidit & Vrhes,) 
no leſſe trauaild in Religions then Regions, it in this laſt Ad= 
nenture he acquit himſclte brauely ; he may proue a ſpeRacle , 
I thinke, no Iefle gratefull to the God's, then that Cato, cam ad- 
wer[4 fortund compeſirai ( as Seneca ſaith) match't with an aduciſe 
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2 Heautomachi a. 
fortune, and at the length out of a true Stoique-yalour , killing 
himſelte. 

And ſurely they who enioy ſo much leaſure in the long 
vacancy which Epicure hath granted them , ſhould more lau- 
dably , a man would thinke, employ {ome part of their eucr- 
lalting Holyday in behol:ling this Monomachie , or (ole- fight, 
then 4n thoſe pecty Homerique :kirmithes , wherein the Exqrope & 
Afis ot Frog's and Miſe were commirted, Certainly, this is a 
warting ot mach greater admiration, Periculoſs plenum 
om ates, and of as duudifull , as dangerous adie ; whereia, if it 
would pleaſe the Godd's, euen as in that Batremomachia, to de- 
uide themſelues into factions;I belieue it would appeare a very 
dubious and perplext el<Cion, ſince heere, in the yery lame 
man, the lett haad is maich't with the right , whether of the 
dwellers to maintaine. For it js conſiderable, in this place, that 
although ſeuzrall detiances, in the ſpace perhaps' of two yeares 
more or leſle haue paſt to and from between theſeChampions, 
and thereupon ſome priuate and clandeſtine depreliations, 
nor yet thoſe without ſome noiſe of tumult, nor without 
ſome bloud and ſweat in the encounters; yet to the triall of 
an open combat, now at length they haue condeſcended;yrged 
yato it (1 ſuppole) by the long and greedy expeRation of 
many , who had certaine knowledge of their intergrudges, and 
profefled Enmities, 

Andfor that indeed theleft hand had receaued ſome diſpra- 
cefull affront from the right, which he might ſceme by his long 
conniuence willing to pocket yp and diffemble; and though 
the right taking the aduantage of the firſt blow, might haue 
ſtruck more home z yea & hauedealt the left ſuch buffets that it 
ſhould neuer haue been able to hold ypa fingar in the cauſe 
againe: yet howſoeuerthe right had hath impoſed ſuch wounds, 
as the left , [ am perſuaded, will acuer cure with credit. 

And though the difference be now the buſines ( as I heare) 
of another Court, wherein while it depend's , it may ſceme 
prepoſterous fora priuate man to ympireit; yet ſince it is an 
affaire of that grave conſequence, that many heads & judgments 
may ſceme tobe needtully entertained init; & againe a ſubie&t 
of thatPregnaacy , that many hands may find therein oo 
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worke and wearineſle inough : for both theſe cauſes, I haue 
bzene moued to goe ſomthing with the r3ght; for the left, as 
running vpon bis owne ground , and homewards , he will 
haue Abettours ten for one. And no meruaile, for euen fince 
the right hath beene the r7ght, and the world hath beene the world 
whenſoeuer it hath had any difference with the leſt, it hath e- 
ver beene calt by number ot yoyces , though not by waight z 
yet becauſe [I yerily belieue the right will be the wynner at the 
laſt, though long firſt, I will be contentin the meanetyme to 
be another Cato , for the rights ſake,and to ſay, 
* PVidrixcauſaplacet Superis , (ed vita Catoni. 
The conquering cauſe the God's approue, 
But Catodnh the conquered lowe. 
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Of the number of M. Chillingworth his Mormes. 


I'S Motiues ate in number Ten; nor can I thinke this 

caſuall, or ynaduiled, or that this very numbet of Motiues 
was voyd of myſtery. A leſſe exatnefleand prouidence could 
not be expe&ted from him , who doth all by Iyne and leuell; 
of Logick natural}, or atcificiall,and the Canonical 117914. There 
fore I hope T ſhall do him no wrong in thinkinghe had a pur- 
poſeroconſecrate his Motives , by arayttery of number. 1 thall 
#\o make bold to conceaue him (o leained , as to know the 
gear yertue and efficiency, which not only the Schoole of Pew 
thyores, but the rety ring Cabatiits , andlextned Rabbins, yea the 
holy Fathers them(elues attribute ro numbers, and euen namely 
to this namber of Ten. 

Whenee 1 will imagine he had here regard to the Decalogue 
of Druine Commaundements, in contormity to Which he pro- 
poſed ro hAmelte his D 2calogus of Motiues. Perhaps he confi- 
dered withall the reward of ſuch men, whoſe integrity of ob- 
ſertance and obedicnce to tho!s Commannd's thould receaus 
fmgnlidenarinns; which denarius diurus Anagogically vnderitood 
b lite everlaſting, rhat one entire day of Eternity, vointenup= 
ted by night, or intermillion of happines.

Andno.v the myltery of the ſacred number fouly be- 
trayed, ot thoſe cen goodly Motiues, nothing remaines to him 
the Mouer, out the number; the ſoule and.ſpirit now departed

If by this reſtriftiue( de fetbo) you yaderſtand, that ſuch vis 
fible profeſſion ot ynmixt, or pure Truth, was only fo de* 
creed or foretold, that , der iwre, 11 thould beſo, that is, of right 
there ought to be al wayes vitiole protel{ton , of true doctrine, 
without any mixture of talibood ; but that de fades ſuch yamixt 
doctrine to be fo profeliled indeed, was nether decreed nor fore- 
told. 

Againſt this, I reply in behalf of your Motige. This were 
no Priuiledge at all of the Chriltian Churc\ ; for de jure, of 
right, not only the Church, bar the Synagogue too, was te 
makes proteſſton of true doArine , without nuxture of talthood, 
Nay,deture,cuen the Gen'ihes thould haue werthi'pt God ac» 
carding to trutty, without talihood ; and thoſe Philoſophers 
ſhould rave taught ihe trach which they vnderſtood concer- 
ning God, without mixture of ymtruch , for the contrary of 
winch they arecodemned by S. Paul. What, was then the efte& 
and intent of the{pizic of truth , fo tent, as to continue to the 
end of the world, in the Chvrch of Chriſt ? Was it only to im- 
poſea duty, and obligation ypon the Chucch, to teach muth, 
Without tzlſhood? And waz the Church to be Celumna veritatis, 
the pillar ot twwih , de wire only , nor &e fads ? Who can (ately 
leaue,oriely ypon that Pillar which ouly ſhould ſtand, but may 
as welltall, as ſtand? 

Was this the purchaſe that coſt the deareſt bloud of the 
Sonne of God, a duty only, and a dteper damnation of the 
Church not correſponding with thi» duty ? Was this the love of 
Chriſt Ieſus, towards his deateſt ſponſe, ſo great, that he would 
dy for her, to the end he might ſanctity her, arid wi aſh het in the 


Javer of water in his word, that he mig hr exhibit ro him'cife a. 


glorious Church, hauing neither ſpot, nor wiinkle , nor avy 
ſuch thing ? And is all this come at length to a de iure, not de 
fads, to a what 5Lould be only, not, a what 15?

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Andis this that ſtate of beauty no leſſe permanent then 
ſpotles > wherein ryme , which withers and wrinkles all the 
beauty of fields' and flowet's ( aruit fanum & cecidit fles) ſhould 
cauſe no fading or impayring, becauſe , Verbum Domini manet in 
eternuw, that word of trath is cuerlaſting, which as the torme 
and ſoule of beauty , in this glorious ſpouſe , ſhould never a» 
bhandon her? 

Now , doth Chriſt Teſus thus ſanRify bis Spouſe, or no? 
hath he purchaſt her this permanent Beauty ,or no ? If no; then 
is he fruſtrate of his defigne , which was to eſpouſe vnto him- 
ſzife,a Church whi:h thould de fade indeed, not detwre, of duty 
only , b: cuer Holy ; for though it be placed in the particular 
choice of euery fingle man, to be holy, or no, thus, and in ſuch 
ſort, that no man 18, or (hall be holy, or yertuous of force, or 
agaiaſt his wil, or not freel y;yet jt is not in the particular choice 
or power of any particular man,or men,nonorin the malice 
of Hell it (clfe, to effect, that Chriſt Leſus ſhall not haue a holy 
Church on earth, euen to the worlds end. 

Forthis was the intent of his precious death, & bloud-ſhed, 
nt [andtificaret, that he might de fate fanQify his Spouſe; that he 
might acquire ynto her a perpetuity of beauty, nota duty only, 
topreſerue it. And this intent can neuer be fruſtrate: and yet ir 
ſhould be, it the ſpouſe of Chriſt, ſhould only , of duty,al wayes 
bc holy, but were not ſo indeed. 

Or, tell me, is ſhe ſpotleſſe , who ſhould haue no ſport's, 
but hath them? Is that a faite face , which thould be ſo, and is 
not? hath (he no wrinkles, w ho ſhould haue none ? 

Rem. Bat God bath neither decreed nor foretold that bis true de- 
ro shoull de facto bealway's y;ftbly profeſit, without any mixture of 

al;bood. 

Prom. What? becauſe he hath not foretold itto you, who 
haue lo{t youreares of hearing , or have ſtop't them with hu+ 
mane reaſon?or dwell tooneere the Caradups, and the noiſe of 
waters? or conuerſe with bleating or bellowing cattle ? in fine, 
haue your attention taken vp inthe trafhick, care, and tumult of 
earthly commodities, that you cannot heare the mulick of the 
Sphear's, or the harmony of heauenly Truch? And haueall men 
forfaited their cares, fince you haue beene deafe on the lefteare,

But to other m2n,it hath beene told, and foretold in all the 

languages of the world 5they hauc heard it forecold in thoſe 


, words of Eſa): Eterit tht ſemita, & vie, via Sanforum yocabuur, 


hat erit yobts via dares &c. and this thail bea dire&t or ſtraight 
way, {o that tooles ſhall not miſtake it; But Socimans are no 
ſimple fooles, they may miltake it. Now it this way be humane 
realon (baminum eft errare ) nothing human, as ſuch, is exempt 
from error. If the Scripture be thi» way , the wiſelt may errein 
interpreting it,and then it is no way; or at lealt not the way of 
Saints, nor the true and ſtraight way when a falle interpreta» 
tion hath diſtorted it. But the dotrine ot the Church 1s that 
Vis Sandorum,the way of Saints, wherein the ſpiiit of truth re- 
ſiding according to promile, interprets holy Scriptures, which 
then becoms a way, and a (traight way , wherin a Foole ſhall 
not erre; a Foole,I ſay, who hath made himlelt a foole, that he 
may be made wiſe by Chriſtian wiſedom, which us folly to the 
world, and to Seciniani[me, as the wiledom of the world, and Se- 
cinjan Reaſon, is madnes and folly to God, and Chiillian Reli- 
ION. 
: Againe they haue heard foretold in thoſe words of our Sas 
uiour, Ecce ego yob1ſcum ſum G6, and thoſe other, Et ports infers nou 
praualebunt aduerſus eam, the power ot bell ſhall not prevaile a* 
gainſt it, the preſeruation of the Church ot God from error of 
dodrine,fiom all falſhocd of hereſy. They ynderitand it de- 
creed by God, and toreto'd by S. Pau! : Et ipſe dedit quoſdam Apo» 
Aolos, al:os propbetas Cc. ad conſummanionem ſanttorum, in opus miniſtt- 
ry, which worke ot miniitery ,necellarily ſuppoſeth viſibility 
of the Miniſters and miniltred, in edificationem corports Chyifts, tor 
the edifying, or building vp the body of Chrilt, which is his 
Church; the members whereof being to accede throughout all 
ages to this myſticall body by the Viſible miniſtery of thoſe 
Viſible minilters,Prelates, Teachers, and Goucrnours, inferre 4 
neceſſity of true doQtine, viſibly taught , or to be taught them, 
by thoſe their Prelates; without which truth of doctrine , they 
could not be the regenerate iſſue of the [ſpirit of Truth, 
They haue likewiſe heard the Church of God called by 8. 
Paul, Domus Det viui, colamna & firmamentuw Veritatis, the houſe ' 
tae 
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the lining God , the pillac and proppe of truth, Of the houſe of 
Godit is ſaid, Domum 1am decet ſantittude Domins, in longitudinem 
dierum ; (ancticude becomes thy houſe O Lord, tor cuer ; which 
flanRitude confiſtes in the retitude of the ynderitanding and 
will of man, reQified by truth of doctrine, both in fayth and

manners. And this is ſure that viſible houſe whetin 8. Timethy Ibis, 


was to be waty,and to know how to conueiſe, tor the edifi» 
cation and example of others, who ſhould be eye- witneſles 
and eare-witneſles of his doings and ſayings. 

This Church is alſo the pillar and proppe of Truth; which 
proppe or pillar ſurely ſhall ſtand, while truth bath need of a 
proppe, Which ſhall be in order to mankind, while man is 
mortall, obnoxious to errour, and lapſe in queſtion of diuine 
truth, To this pillar of Truth, the ſpirit of God is by ſpecial] Co-

nenant tied,to the worlds end; or is himlelt this pillar ot Truth; 5,6... 
and that ſpiric of truth, which ſhall teach the Church, and by; 5, 
the Church, emnem veritatem, all truth, that is, all neceflary truth; Johas.

Qrine of fayth and manners, which are the points in conteſta= 
tion between the Catholicks and Proteltants. 

All this, and much more the Fathers and DeRtors of the 
Catholique Church, haue heard and belicued, as toretold and 
decreed by God, concerning the Viſible protefſion of true do- 
Arine in the Church of Chiiſt , without any mixture of fal- 
ſhood,and the continuance of ſuch Viſible Protc(hon de fefts, 
not de iure only, Nor,if youcan glofle theſe Scriptures to ano= 
ther ſenſe, ſhallthey ceaſe for that, to tell vs this truth, tro whom 
the Catholique Church doth ſo interpret themzand who, as 
ſonnes of obedience haue learned to turne the deafe eareto all 
exotique interpretation, yea andto all naturall reaſon and Cf» 
courſe, when it impugnes this authority : as you Socenians are 
deafe to ſupernaturall:ruch , when it ſounds a note aboue the 
reach of your reaſon. 

Wherefore, ſince this your an(were is in cffet no other= 
wiſea confutation of your firſt Motive but by a flat deniall;l do 
not ſee but it may moue till, with as much force as ener;yea and 
live againe, to fight againit the Father , and that with more e- 
quity,then he fights again!t his Mother. And all this I haue ſaid, 

L ſuppo- 
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ſuppoſing he meanes by his (de fads) as I vnderftand him, and 
as [ have ſome reaſon, more then euery man knows, to thinks 
he mean's:If he meane otherwiſe, when he ſhall youchſafe to 
come out of the Clouds, and appeare in his true meaning, he 
ſhall be anſwered otherwiſe.

God hath neither decreed , nor foratold , 'that there 
Shallbe alwayes 4 company of men free from all errour in ut ſelfe 
damnable : Neither i: it alw ayes of neceſuty Schiſmaticall, to ſeparate 
from the externall communzen of 4 Church though wanting nothing ne- 
cef ary. For if this Church ſuppoſed to want nothing neceſſary, require me 
to profeſie ag ainſt my conſcience, that | belzeue ſome errour though neuer 
ſo ſmall and innocent, which 1 do not beliexe , and will net allow me ber 
communion but ypon this condition: In this caſe. the Church, for requiring 
this condition, is Schiſmanicall, and not | for ſeparating from the Church.

ner(ation, is ſuppoſed to be fallen out with him. Then againe, 
this ſeparation 18 very ſcadalous, as yeildinga juſt preſumption 
that ſuch a Separant is in his iudgment an Heretique. Now , to 
ſcandalize wittingly and knowingly(asſucha Separate cannot 
be ignorant that this is a true cauſe ot (candall, or if he be, he is 
wiltully ignorant) is to violate the law of Charity , and this 
eſpecially when you ſeparate from a Church wherein nothing 
neceſſary to Saluation 1s wanting, as you make the ſuppoſition: 
Butitthis Church wanting nothing neceſlary ( as you ſuppoſe)

For after this pride growing daily more in an Hereticall 
conſcience, hath at length extinguithed the (pirir of God, ſtifled 
all his Inſpirations, and Motiues ; thenthe ſame (ſpirit of God 
expulſeth that Satanicall , and mu:inous ſpirit out of his family 
which is the Church of Chriſt : bandites, & throw*'s him torth 
into the open field of profeſſed Hereſy,y: maniſeits fiant, that they 
may be knowne tor Hereiiques, and warred 2gainſt , as open 
xebelss that their conuerſation may be eſchewed by weaker 
Chriſtians; their Herelies lay'd open and beaten downe , by 
the more learned ;to be buriedat laſt, in the ignominy and o- 
dbliuvion of theirinfamous Anceſtry, whom our Lotd leſus from 
age to age hath, and will kill with the ſpirit of his mouth, 

And now after their eietmens and expulſion, they pretend 
the equity of their ſeparation ; when itis indeed their Iniquity 
which hath ſeparated and expelled them ; qui eperantur miquits= 
tem, expuliſunt &c. As when God andthe Apoltate Angels, by 
reaſon of their pride , became two faQtions, ( it I may lo ſay) 
the immenſity of heauen was too ſtrait tocontaine both.

Soan Heretique when he makes two with the Catholique, 
they cannot ſtand together ynder oneroofe of the Church ex» 
pulſi ſant nee potueruntitare ; the Spirit of God, as being the pre= 
dominant ſpiritin the Church, and in right of poſleſſion, ex* 
pels the other incompatible ſpirit of Pride.

Nuw tor my part, | cruly ſhould haue had a very great 
Scruple, co haue imprin:ca ypon your reputation luch a cha- 
rater of a prodigion< pride, as you haue heere diſplayed with 
your owne hand and pen. Foras I haue intimated before it 1s 
certaine({ yea, and to ſurmiſe the contrary , or draw it within 
ſuſpitio or jealouſy,is mere litigious cauilling ) that the Church 
will acuzr require the beliete ot ſo {mall and innocent an error, 
as includeth no preiudice or falſhood againſt Catholique faith, 
or manners 3 andif itinclude any ſuchyit cannot be (mall or in- 
nocent. Yet put the caſe, that the Church ſhould require of any 
fingle or priuate Chriſtian, that he would for peace ſake con- 
deſcend wich the whole Catholique Church, tothe proteſſion 
of ſom? point of doftrine , which euen in his iudgment were 
but a (mall and innocent error , but in her judgment an Or- 
thodoxe truth though not yetdefined zand would aduiſe him 
to depole his fiagle conſcience, in this point, wherein he could 
not poſſibly be ſuppoſed to haueany conuincing euidence, e(- 
pecially againſt the torrent and ynanimous conſent of the 
whole Church; and that finally in caſe he would not ſubmit, 
he ſhould beexcommunicate & held an alien from the Church:

euen as they would belicue God himſelf: I ſay, no error fo im- 
poſed, or ſo authoriz2d could be (mall or innocent; but if an er- 
ror atall, a moſt grieuous and damnable impoſture. Or it they 


were true doctrines, and then alſo defined by the Church, then- 


Latber and his ſeRaries, by not belicuing them , and for ſepara« 
ting ( according to your former diſcourte) trom that Church, & 
all the Churches of the world, and ſo trom the true , ( it there 
were any true) were damnable Schiſmatiques. T heretore this 
part concerning Lathers Apoſtaſy,as viged in your Motiue, re- 
maines yet ynan(wered.

fancy, that the order or decree isan errour inthe State; andal-

And I belieue the diſparity will not eaſily be aſligned, 
neither will it euer be proued, that the Temporall & Laick au- 
thority of any State or Common-wealth, in order to ciuill 
Gouernment or Command, is more ſacred and inuiolable,then 
the authority of the Church of God, in regard of determining 
doQrines of fayth, or in order to Ecclelialtical] Lawes & Cons 
ſticutions. Whence it may ſceme a matter worthy the conlide- 
ration, that this ſpirit of dorine hath in the Yery bowell's of 
it, the yery Embryo of all ſedicionsand rebellions : ſuch , as if it 
liueto grouth, and ſtrength of age, may preue ſuch a monſter 
as may import in tyme, the contuſton,and Anarchy of all State 
and Gouernment, Verily it will appeare,as I thinke, yery ma» 
nifeſt, that any refraory or rebellious ſubiet may accommos- 
date this diſcourſe to the maintenance and defence ot his rebel- 
Hon, with very good congruity;yeaand finally retort the Trat 
tor, or Rebell ypon the Prince, or Authority which proſcribs 
or cenſures him,

rerds farre morecreditable then theſe, Whaitfhaue you now touid out 
records far morecredicable then theſe, which are as creditable as any 
areextant ? then it ſeemes theſe records farre more creditable 
are not extani?and yet you haue found them out. Or are they 
now extant, which ſeauen or cight yeares ſince, when your 
Motiues were conceaued, were not extant? Good Syr,put them 
out;ztothe print; to the ſtationers,with all poſl;ble ſpeed;Londen 
& Oxford will come together by the cares , for the commodity; 
but be not raſh in promifing to either, leaſta more liberall ot» 
fer make you reſent . They will off, at any Price, you may 
compaſle anether purchaſe by the gaine of the commodity ,e(- 
pecially comming forth with the recommendation of a moſt 
plauſible title, as, Record's for proteftancy, newer extant in print before, 
ſt fortb by M4 Ch. lately Roman Catbelique, new Aitarney or 4dnerate 
for Proteſtants The firſt edition &c. 

But now, jn carneſlt , let ysexamine theſe Records of ſu- 
perlatiue credit, whereby thedoQtrine of Proteſtants, that is, 
the Bible (do you meane the bible it ſe}f, or the doctrine of the 
Bible, for there is great difference betweene theſe two ?) and 
perhaps you will netcafily ”— Rp your Records, __ = 
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Bible it ſc|f hath beene ſo miraculouſly confirmed, that is, de- 
clared by miracles, that this Bible is the word of God; and yet 
youſay, This books confirmed by innumerons miracles. 1 ſuſpeR you 
meant to be obſcure, and yet willing to haueit ſo ynderltood, 
that the Booke it ſelf hath beeneſo confirmed , that your a 
ale to it mightappeare more ſpecious. But then, I date be 
id to ſay , that the Bible, that is,the Scriptures tranſlated by 
Proteſtants, ſhall neuer be proued to haue receaued any confir. 
mation at all, by any one peece of a miracle ; therefore in this 
ſenſe what you ſay, is a meete yaunt void of all truth : whereas 
againe, if as tranſlated, and ſet forth by authority of the Catho» 
lique Church, it hath euer beene miraculouſly confirmed ; this 
is a confirmation of Catholique authority , and a ſhame and 
confufion of all SeRaries whoreieRt this authority. 

But I will be ſo fauourable asto conſtrue your meaning 
ſuch,as you can make good with meſt eaſe : as that the Protes 
ſtant-doarine is the doRrine of the Bible, ( which is no more 
then every Heretique would fay of his doctrine, rather then 
ſubmit it tothe Cenſure of the Church;) which Proteſtant and 
Bible-docrine hath been confirmed jointly by miracles, out» 
ſhining all Popith miracles, as the Sunne doth ignis fatugs. In 
which place, I will only ſpecify one doctrine of Proteſtants, 
andinfiſt ypon that; which is, That the Church of God ma 
errein definitions of fayth,or that it is not enducd with infallt 
ble authority in order to ſuch definitions. 

% Now, when will you be ſo good as to prove vnto vs, that 
this negatiue doctrine, hath bene confirmed, and the contrary 
doQrine of Papiſts confounded, with ſupernaturall and diuine 
miracles? When will you ſhew v$,out of your worecreditable rt« 
cords then any extent,that thoſe miracles of our Saujour and his A» 
poſiles, were wrought in confirmation of thoſe doctrines 
wherin you oppoſe the Catholique Roman Church ? Nay 
when willyou proue that any one of thoſe miracles, were not 
ſo many teſtimonies, of ſome point of dotrine which the Ro- 
man Church profeſſeth and teacheth at this day ?

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I know your Sanctuary; when you haue toſt & turned all 
your creditable records and cuidences, you will ſhew vs forſoeth, 
that thoſe points of fayth which you bauereceaued, and hold 
of the Cukeliqns Roman Church (though the tenure be me» 
rely Herericall,chat is, of yoluntary choice; becauſc it pleaſerh 
youto hold ſome ſuch as import no reſtraint, or that ſome face 

of truth may appeare, like the face, and ſong of Sirex's, t6 
draw men vypon your rock's of pernicious Herefics, ) thoſe I 
fay , you will proue to haue bcene atteſted and confirmed by 
thoſe mira:les of our Sauiour and his Apoſtles : w hich will 
help your cauſe nothing at all, but rather weakenit, when by 
ſuch teſtimony of miracles you can confirme no other doctrine, 
but what you haue receauedfrom ys. Neither yet are thoſe do- 
Qrines yours, which you can proue to haue beene fo confir- 
med: I ſay, no otherwiſe yours, then thoſe things which you 
haue ſtolne, or keep by force , from the right owners; therefore 
they are with you as children rauiſh't from their mothers bo- 
ſome, and the company of their brethren, by the Tarkes or 
Meres, with whome they remayn ſo ſequeſtred petforce, daily 
teſtifyng by their ſighes and grones, the tyranny of their re» 
firaiat , and their defre ro returne to their Mother & brethren. 
After this violent manner are thoſe Catholique dodarines with 
you;and thusare holy Scriptures in your, not cuſtedy, but cap- 
tivity, both of them entertained by you tono ether end, butts 
be ſlaues and ſermantstoyour owneehildren , the peculiar de- 
@rinez of your Schiſme, to carry torches before them, to gaine, 
ſore reputation of light, to thoſe werkes of durknes.

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Although for Scriptures,as 1 hauc ſaid before, and ſay - 
aine, no Heretique hath-them properly ; that is, as they are 
the word of God, which they axe not but as truly interpreted; 
for which truth of interpretation, he can pretend no warrant, 
@r title at all. For the Scriptures are not only the word of God, 
bur the word of the Church , which hauing firſt conceaued 
them by the holy Ghoſt, the ſpirit of trath, brought them forth 
to light, and bequeathed them from age to age to the children 
of her obedience, made parrakers of the ſame ſpirit; and therfore 
they only candifcerne them to be the word of God; which is 
only diſcernableto choſe, to w hom it is ſpoken, or reuealed ty 
the ſame ſpim; which is only inthe Church of Chriſt, the one 
myſtical! body of Chriſt; which is alfo called the ſpirit of Chriſt; 
and therefore is not ro be found in any orner Body, or Socicty 
of men;for then, Chriſt thould be the head, or heads of moie 
bodies, which is abſurd blaſphemy, 


And as the Church of God alone, is endued with this ſpirit | 


efdiſcretion, whereby the diſcernes what Scripture is the word 
of God; ſo this Church alone hath theſpiric of interpretation of 
Scriptures, and the alone can certainly ſay, this is the ſenſe and 
meaning of this Scripture; who can truly ſay , this is Scripture? 
as only that Damel cold declare the interpretation and meanin 
of Nabuchodonoz,ors dreame , who could tell him what he * 
dreamed, which none of thoſe Wizards, or Sorcerers, or En+ 
chanters could do, who yet profefi:d they would interprete 
thedreame, ſo he would tell them what he had dreamed ; But 
the wiſe King belieu:d them not,que ſunt per Allezoriam dis. 
But hecre , good Sir, | mult tel] you asa triend;l am aſht- 
medto (ez a min of your expectation & hopefull promilings, 
to come forth in this thred-bare livery of old Heretique: ; this 
appealefrom Church to Scriptures. There was neuer ſo puride 
an Heretique which having once caſt off the authority of the 
Churc\, could no: fi1d ſome refuge or ſanQuary in the dark- 
nes of Scripture ; having alſo togeather with that authority ex- 
eullzd, takzn co nim':1te thefreedome of interpreting Scriptus 
res Belieue it, Syr, itis , andener willbc a maine preſumption 
that you draw yuder the ſame yoke with former Heretiques,

of nature, hath any naturall influence into itz and wherunte 
nature may ſceme to affoard nothing elſe but a certain non-re- 
pugnance,and ſubmiſſion to the prerogatiue power of Godzit 
Whivh therfere, rather Nature thon Ged may be faidto ys

Andtell me now , good Syr, ſcemes it not ſtrange ts you 
that God ſhoeuldpolitiucly and direly worke a true miracle in 
confirmation of a falſhood ?( for if it be in confirmation of 8 
truth, then it deludes not) that God ſhould truly lye, in the lan- 
guage of ſaR and reality, ſaying by his miracle, This is true do» 
Arine, which is falſe; or, thi i: Vertue, which is Vice, or the 
like? Feralchough Almighty God may permit the abuſe, and 
wicked application of ſome ſupernaturall worke , whereunto 
he concurreth pofitinely , as when he concurs poſitively with 
the Prieſt, conſecrating to ſome miſchieucus end ( if we will 
imagine ſo great impiety, )yet it followeth not, that God can 
concurre poſitiuely, to other miracles, with him who intends 
impoſture or confirmation of falſedoQtrine, by them. For the 
power of conſecrating giuen totbe Pricſt,isa permanent, reſi» 
dent, and conſiſtent power, like ynto the naturall taculties of 
man, wherewith as by vertue ofa former paQt and law of na- 
ture, God concurreth poſitively , in order to the naturall cffi- 
ciency,or exerciſe of thoſe taculties, and tothe Phyficall entity 
of their effe As, howſoeuer oftentymes morally, and formally 
finfull: which law and couenant ſuppoſed, the abuſe of ſuch 
naturall power, isthe ſole worke and attribute of man, only 
permitted by God, 

But the power of other miracles, not appropriated to ſun» 
ion or CharaRer,or ſuch as to which God hath not obliged 
himſelte, by any former compact with any man,ecithertocon- 
ſerue that power in him, or toconcurre with it,to any miracus 
lous effeR, is in no man reſident, but rather flnent, anderrant, as 
holden of God by a free, arbitrary, and inobligatory tenure; 
therefore without breaking, or fruſtrating any precedent Co- 
venant,or decree, God may withdraw his concurrence to ſuch 
miracles eſpecially ifat any tyme malicioufly defigned: and in 
this caſe fance he may withdraw hiemſelte, me thinkes it ſtands 
not with his juſtice and goodnes, notto doſo. And here may 
ſeeme to haue place, that ſaying oftheancicnr,

Could any voyce of mortal man reach to ({o high a note of 
blaſphemy, but a Secinian , which reacheth euen trom H<ll its 
Heauen? Though now againe it ſeemes to me no ſtrange thing, 
that God in his iuſtice and prouidence, ſhould permit ſuch 
blaſphemies to fall trom the pens of ſuch Aduocates, that the 
manifeſtation of them may diſabuſe the world, and aw ake theis 
negligence and ſecurity, who ſuffer themlc|ues to be guided in 
the faire of their Soule-ſaluation, by ſuch godles and graceles 
Blaſphemets.

Ergo, it is not true.that the Prophe- 
ies touching the conuerſion of Kings &c. haue beene accom- 
pliſhed by the Catholique, and not by the Proteſtant Profeſ- 
{ors, This inference euery Logician, or man of common ſenſe 
ſees, hath noforce at all. But againe, theforce of the Motiue cons 
filts in this : That thoſe Propheſies concerning Conuerſions, 
haue beene aftually fulfilled, in, and by the Catholique Ro- 
man Church,zwhich is indeed a waighty inducement to belicue 
that to be the true Church, foreſfignified by the ſpirit of God, 
wherein thoſe fignes wherewith God hath fore-marked and 
predefigned the true Chutch , are cuident to be ſeen : then con= 
trariwilſe,if thoſe ſignes and markes of the true Church, are not 
to be found in the Proteſtant, this ought in reaſon to induce a 
man to belieue that the Proteſtant is not the true Church. For 
where the connexion berweene the ſigneand the thing ſigned, 
isindiuiftble, there the inference is good, proceeding trom the 
deſtrution of the figne, to the deſtruction , or deniall of the 
thing figned or ſignified. As to ſay, heere is not the indiuiſible 
ſigne: Ergo, heere is not the thing ſigned. This I ſay, ſuppoſing 
ſuch infallible Connexion, which in this caſe ought to be ſup= 
poſed ſuch deuine prediction, and the veracity of God being 
preſuppeſed, which tyeth the figne and the thing ſigned togea- 
ther by an inuiolable and indiſſoluble knot. I ſay turthergthat it 
is falſe, that Nations haue been conuerted to the true Religion 
of Chriſt, by men of contrary Religions; which thus I demon=- 
ſtrate. Thoſe contrary Religions, or Profeſſions of Religion 
though they might be both, or all falſe;yet both or all could = 
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be true ; 4s the Roman Orcacor ſayth well, pronouncing vniver- 
ſally of difenting opinions. Now, of the true Religion con- 
werting men to the tretegthere is no queſtion; but of che contra» 
ry or repugnant to the true. Thuz I argue: Either the Profeſſors 
of afalſe Religion, taught and preachr' according to their falſe 
principles, or doctrine and then by thoſe, they neuer conuerted 
any to thetrue Religion;or elſe they taught true priticiplesand 
true doAtrine of Chriltian fayth.It ſo;then, if by thofe ttue Prins 
ciples &c.they conuerted men to-Cliiſtian fayth, though them- 
ſclues were not true Chriſtians, yet they conuented, as agreeing 
and conſenting with the truc Religion , not as oppoſe1s, or as 


men of a contraty Religion, As # a heathen frould baptize by 


applying the marter and forme of bapriſme, with iarention to 
do what Chriſtians are wont to do, by rhe like apptrcation; 
then not Heatheniſme, bat Chriſtian Religion baptizeth by a 
Heathen, 

Nor can this Argument be retorted by the Proteſtant, for 
it will eaſily be rhade to appeare that Catholiques haue conuer- 
ted Nations, to,and by haſe dofrines wherein they diſſent 
from proteltants: wheregs neither Proteſtants, nor any other 
oppugners of the Catholique, will euer be found to haue con» 
ucrted Nations by preaching the doQtrine wherein they difa- 
gree from the Catholique: but moreouer as for the Proteſtants, 
they neuer conuerted any , neither by their diſagreeing , nor 
agreeing dodrines. 

Nay euen this confirmes ( if at any tymeit fo fall out') the 
truth andefficacy of Chriſtian Religi6n, and the accompliſh- 
ment of thoſe prophetique Predictions, when cuen the alien,or 
oppoſer of true Religion, who can achieue no one Conuerſion 
ro Chriſtianity by his owne repugnant dodtrine, can, and doth 
effeR it, by vertue of Chriſtian Truth; which, I ſay, this ſuppo- 
fed, that any ſuch Precedent may be cited out of antiquity of 
ſome Conuerſion to Chriſtian Religion wrought by an alien 
Profeſſour; though the entire Conuerſſon of a nation , by any 

ſuch ſeparate inſtrument, I b:lieue, hath no Precedent in an- 
cient m:mory.

It is yntue, that any learned Papiſt 
confeſſeth , that the doctrine gt faijh at mgderne Papilts, is 
eontrary to the doftrine ot the Fathers in any poigt of taith the 
defined by the Chuich. It fram ſome they differ in ſome poing 
now defined, then not defined; this is no formall contariety in 
oints of faith ; that is, as they are paints of fayth obligatory ts 
lief, which they arc not before they be defined by the Church: 
which being the ſale infallible interpreter of divine reuelation, 
by propounding any point of doatring as divingly renealed, 
D 3 makes 
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makes it now formally the obie& of neceſſary beliefe, which 
Was before only materially ſuch. 

But neither againe in regard of ſuch differences is this con 
trariety of ſom: opinions, betweene the moderne Papiſts, and 
ſome of the ancient Fatbers, any formall oppoſition, For fince 
they ſo held thoſediſſerent dorines then yndefined , as being 
ready to let them go, when the Church ſhould define the con» 
trary s euen in Vertue of this readines or preparation of mynd, 
they held implicitely,and in a ſort equiualently, the very ſame 
which we now hold, after the definition of the holy Church, 
But the Proteſtants Appeale to thoſe Fathers of the firſt 600. 

eares, is a yery brag and impoſture of a [ewell, not worth one 
arley corne: Neque bee fibs, ſutsq; vulnus inflitum Lanrentins Hum- 
fredas tacuit. Forfince in this yns tertio, in this middle terme of 
ſubmitcing all our iudgmers &doftines to the authority & de- 
cifion of the Catholike Church, we ioyne with the Fathers both 
of thoſe 6o0.& all ſucceeding yeares,eue to this preſent age;we 
canot but meet in thecoclufion of whatſocuer doAtrine of taith, 
As contrariwiſe, for want of this concurrence in one third, 

or middle terme, all hopes of Proteſtants or any SeQary what- 
focuer, euer to ioyne with thoſe Orthodoxe Fathers, is ſpes Hy- 


' preritarimn, a vaine preſumption, ratherthen any ſolid hope, as 


of ſuch who couet to make ſome ſhew of agreement with thoſe 
Peeres of Chriſtian Religion, thereby to procure applauſe, and 
approbation to their Hereſies: being ſo ftarre indeed from any 
true agreement, or harmony with them, that they jarre , cuen 
in What they hold with themz cuen in thoſe very doctrines 
wherein they ſay the ſame which the Fathers ſay. The reaſen: 
becauſe in all thoſe doArines of Fathers, this tranſcendent con» 
dition of a prepared and prompt ſubmiſſion, to whatſocuer de- 
termination of the Church, is ſo permeant, and pertinent, and 
transfuſed throughout all their doctrines and ſentences , as the 
very ſoule, and confiſtence of them; ſo that whatſoener do- 
Arine of Heretiques wanting this ingredient ofa Catholique 
Submiſſion, and Relation tothe Church, can neuer be the ſame 
doarine , nor agreeable with that of the Fathers, though it 
ſeeme neuer ſo much the ſame in words: though inveſted, I ſay, 
an the ſame language andexterior fignificationzyet euen ſozthey 
are 
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are but wolues in veſtimentis onium, in the skin and garments of 
ſheep: Which skin they put on, tor no other end, mſi yt matient 
& perdant,to kill & mallacre the ſoules of ſuch, who belicue they 
are Orthodoxe, becauſe they ſpeak the language of the Fathers, 
This is then the diſtiniu: figne, the ſpirituall marke and 
cognoiſance , which infallibly proclaimes them to be Hereti= 
ques: this pertinacity in any ſingle opinion of tayth, yeainany 
one the leaſt point of tayth'; this ſtanding out againſt the au= 
thority of the Church, and refuſall to ſubmit , deſtroyeth the 
whole forme , the very conſtitutiue and diſtinaiue Character 
of a Catholique ſubiet, Howlocuer he appeare in all other 
points of Chriſtian doctrine an Angell of light, by this you 
ſhall diſcerne him, as by a clouen foot ; with this ſubmiſſion no 
Hereticall opinion, can make a man an Heretique : without, 
this, the whole Apoſtolique Creed cannot make hima Catho-

hath power to giue it;zthat is, trom God himlelt immediacly, or 
mediaily from his Othcers, 

Since then thoſe pretended Reformers had, or could prous 
no ſuch mil(ſon or commiſhon , neither immediately nor me» 
diately trom God;hence it followe th, that they had none at all: 
no authority, | ſay,atall to reforme the Church : Ergo their pre» 
tended Reformation, was an ilicgall, aud irregular at of pre» 
ſumption. 

It is true, a Commiſſion may be of two kinds reſpeRiuely 
to circumſtances: It may be either an expreſle and tormall come

oweth Conformiry. But then againe the Paſtour of 4 Church, 
is the ſheep, not Paſtour of The Church; therefore his preaching 
igainſt The Church, is without all authority or commil$jon , ei« 
ther from God or man, nay it is a prodigious preſuraption for 
any Chriſtian ſubieR to preach againſt the doArine or prodtife 
ot that Church, as againſt abufes, whoſe doctrine and pratife, is 
his rule wherby to know what is abuſein either. Fot of the 

prepoſterous way of making the Scripture the Rule rodiſcerne 

fuch abuſes by it, inough hath beene already faid, how abſurd 

and groundleſle it is; eſpecially when the point of dodtrine 

Fhich is imputed or tradueed as abuſe, is concerning the Scrip- 

ture it ſelf, or the true meaning or interpretation thereof, which 

no priuare _—_ or particular Paſtonr, hath atthotity doderer- 
mine, againft the Church,

when there is no body elſe that can, or will do it : In extraordinary caſes, 
extraordmtary courſes are not to be diſallowed, 

Promst. Commiſſion immediate from God, as granted to 
any ſubieR without all mediation, yea or approbation of his or 
dinary Superior, cannot be an ordinary commulzion; therefore 
itis notto be admitted or accepred, yea , or belieted , withour 
Precedent, proofe, and maniteſtation,that it is from God, by ex- 
traordinary fignes and teſtifications, Againe; to vndertake fuch 
a reformation, without any ordinaty commils1on, or yer extra»

dut a melanchely dieainc, Yea and perhaps , tor ought you 
know, he wa kttooin hn fleepe,, when ( as he contelleth of 
himſelte, ) he oftentymes walk't with the Diuecll in his bed- 
ehamb:+; that ſome of his Divels with whome he conueiſed fo 
familiarly, were braue Diuels, Dectours of divinity ,Docours of 
the Chaire ameng the Diuels ; this be dream'd t00. Now | Ye= 
rily (uſpeR theſe were the diſputant Diuels, who diſputed him 
out O! the Mafle: and being ſuc: great DoRors of Divinity, 
ſure, they wou'd ſcorn to take hold of ſuch an aduanrage to 
diſpute with him while he ſlep*c. For they , no doubt , inten» 
dcda viRory , which had becne none it he had beene a fleepe 
While they diſputed ; theretorcl verily thinke , he was broad- 
Waking, as he himſelfe reaches. 

But did he indecd, trow you M. Adnocate, cat ſo much 
falt with the Diuell, as he ſaith he did ?Ir little appear's by this: 
er did be but dreame he cat (ajt, too ? For ſurely , he was a very 
feſkman in divinity , who would be driucn ont of his faith by 
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a dreame ;0r beeauſe hecould not defend it againnft the Diuell 
waking, be ſleeping. But fince you reſerue ſo many euations to 
eſcape this Diucllith Yiſputation with Luther , as not denying 
thathe bad ſuch a Conterence, euen waking, with the waking 
Diuell, but that it might be otherwiſez% then againe ( for ought 
you know, ) we will preſſe you no further with this ; yet when 
you madethis Conference of Luther with the Diuell your Mos 

tive , not to belicue Lathers do: ine, authorized or ſuggeſted by 

the Diuell , you then knew no more, then now you know, 

that is, for #xght you knew, it might be but 4 melancholy dreame : ſo this 

art of your Motiuc itand's in the ſame force which then it had, 

Remot. Butif it were reall, the Dinell might perſuade Luther from 
the maſſe, hoping by doing [o , to keep him contiant 10 it, 

Prom. Certainly you haue taught the Diuell a leſſon of 
Policy, for which be will thinke himſelfe obliged to teach you 
many. Inthe meantyme , this is a yery tranſcendent anſweie, 
and applyable tromany a ſolid blaſphemy. If the D:uell had 
perſuaded Luther to preach againſt the Bleſſed Trinity, (as who» 
{oeuer preacheth or teacheth againſt it, may be preſumed, I 
thinke,to do it by his perſwafion, and ſomew hat to this pur- 
poſe I haue heard whilper'd of a certainc Sxcinian , who flickles 
for Proteſtancy ) why might not a Sectnian,or Antitrinitarian an- 
ſwereto this likewiſe , that the Diuc}l pertwaded kim this, to 
keepe him moreconſtant to the beliefe of the] rinity ? So like* 
wiſe if Arjus were ſaid to haue beene perſwaded by the Diuels 
arguments co preach, or write again{t the Equality, or Conſub- 
ſtantialiry of the Sonne of God, with God the Father ; why 
might not the Arjan to whom this ſhould be obieRed, an! were, 
the DiuzIl did it, to keepe him moreconſtant to the belictc of 
Conſubſtintiality? 

Syr, I:zm(ſory you are b:come fo priuate and inward with 
the Diucll , that youcan diue inzo his intentions , and acquaint 
yourſelte with them , better , then he who had eat ſo much falt 
with him ; who had his company at bed and board, as daily, 
and as nightly, as his owne reucyled Catharine. But do you not 
ſee, whata gippe you lay open toa moſt outragious blaſphe» 
my, when you teach Heretiques, to make the Divell a Cate* 
ehiſt , andan A poltle of Chriltian doArinez and what he doth 
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himſelfe , he might do by others, his in{truments? So then the 
of-ſpring and polterity of thoſe Heretiques who denyed, that 
the ſonne of Ged ſuffered death vpon the crofle, might be ſaid 
to hane beene perſ[waded by the Diucll to preach that deniall, 
to the end to keep them cloſer to the beliefe of Chriſts Paſſion. 
Now, | ſee you ſo wholy taken yp in your extraordinary 
miſſions, and extraordinary Coutſes, that I doubt you will re- 
ieR, or deride what I wn 1, concerning the Dinels ot- 
dinary miſſions : Otherwiſe 1 thould hope to moue you to be» 
lieue, thatthe Diucls Apoſtles doindeed belicue the Diuell,and 
ex<cute his charges and commaunds in preaching talſs Do» 
Atrines. And as S. Parl could ſay, Sis cut credids, I know whom 
I haue bzlicued ;(o could Latber:& that he was not God whom 
he bclicucd, may partly appeare, by that his ingenuous acknows 
I:dgment ſo notoriouſly celebrated , Nec proprer Dewm inceps, nec 
propter D ii deſinam; i began not for God, nor will I endtor God. 
For as the {putit of God, yeaand holy Angels, haue their ſecrer 
immiſſions , influxions, impulſions ypon the ſoules of good 
Chriſtians , and worke them v>y degrees , toconfoimity of their 
ynderftandings and wils, totheirs ; in ſuch ſort, that thoſe holy 
Contormilts ceſerue themſeclues to be called Angels,as we read 
of $. Baptiſt , and others ; by reaſon alſo of which Conformity, 
it is ſaid in generall cermes, quiadbaret Deo, ynus ſpiritus fit cum es; 
he whocleaueth to God, becomes one [pirit with him: ſo hath 
the Diuell his ordinary immiſhons, illufions, and ſuggeſtions 
into a ſoule , which , deadly finne wrought vp at length to 
the ripenes of ſome deſperate hereſy ,or infidelity, hath opened 
ynto him, and delivered him the keyes of the hart , and all the 
doores of ſenſes; whe forthwith takes poſſeſſion, and revels 
there, & commaunds as in his owne ; yntillat Jaſt by his daily 
and cuſtomary inſtigations, ſuggeſtions and illuſions, he hath 
affeed the like'Conformity ot judgment and affeRion ; and 
bringeth ſuch a man to ſo neare a reſemblance and fimilicude of 
himſelte , that he may worthily be called a Diuell, as Indss 
was by our Sayiour : Nonne ego vos elegs duodeicim , of vnus ex vobia 
diabolus off ? : 
I haueread a ſentence of Triſmegif{us to this purpoſe , Quends 
famon in hamanam infiui; —_—_ , ſemins propria notjunis mfperg , 
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when the Diuell inflow's into the ſoule of a man , ke ſpawnd 
the ſeeds of his proper notion there zand who can expeR from 
ſuch ſeed, or ſpawne , any ether bu a Diuelleſh frye, which 
ſhall reſemble the parent in notions and :#:Rions ? and (hall 
therefore execute his wiil, not as, «l:«d agertes, or, preter intenti- 
ones, not intending it,as the Diuclt of:entymesexecu'es Godg 
will, but with the very ſame intention , and-ffeRion ; as our 
Sauiour not ob(curely teacheth, Vos q''« vidritis apud Pairem ye- 
ftrum facitis, you do as you haue ſeeve, and learned of your fa« 
ther. And againe, Vos facttny opera Patriveiirt, you do the workes 
of your father : and that they 00 them willingly , purpoſely , & 
incendingly, heexpreſleth more plainely inthe words follow. 
ing; Yer ex Patre Diabols eftit, & deſiderrs Patris v-ftri yaltuy facere 1 
the Diucii1s your tather , and you will accomphlith his d fires, 

Now certainly if euer he had an obſcquicus ebild or ſeru+nt 
with whom he might deale confidently and openly , not co» 
uerily , perſwading one thing and intending another ; Laibey 
was the man in whom he might confidez and who weuldiun 
whi:her he would bid him goe , and preach on the top of the 
howſe, what he had learned ot him in his Cloſet ; and that «4 
fad he taught falſe and reprobate doctrines , the molt learned 
P:occſtants teſtify. 

Theſe things put togeather and confidered ; that the Diuell 
is the author of lyes; that he hath his talſe Prophets), by whome 
he preacheth them tor truths;that he hath them at his commaiid 
&c. we haue reaſon to make the Diuels diſlwading the Maſle , 
and his peiſwading Latber to preach againſt it, ſome probable 
Motiue ( as you heretofore ) to perſiſt in the receaued dotrine 
of the Church, ratl.er then to be perſ[waded by the Diuellztothe 
contrary doAtrine of Proteſtants, 

Rew. Or the Dinell might perſwade Luther from the Maſe, bopirg 
that others would make his d1ſ 0 afion from it, an argument for it, (as we 
ſee Papiits do) and be afraid of following Luther , as confefSing bim- 
ſelfe , to hae beene perſiwaded by the Dinell. 

Prom. Youundeere the Diuell ſtil] more and mote, by the 
honour you do him. Fuſt you have made him an Apelile ,and 
preacher of true-Chrittian doAtrine (as you ſuppeſe it, Jand now 
you make him alle a ttuc Prophet, who forclaw the Catholt 
dad 
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hve: would not belicue his doctrine , and ſo would perſiſt in 
their former belicte. They do not believe him indeed; nor you, 
who teach the ſame doAtine which the Diuell did, And I hope, 
$yr,you Will pardon our ſciuplez our ſcruple, | ſay, to believe 
the Divell rather then the CO—_ Church, It you do not 
pardon ys this, indifferent men wi.l chinke you yareaſonable, 
whoexpeR we ſhould pardon you, who make a ſcruple to be- 
lieue the Church, rather then the Digell. What would you baue 
ys do? You know, Syr,according tothe principles of Scepriques 
and Seciuians, Opinions are carried to and fro ypon the wheelcs 
of affcRionz ſome men are more (crupulous then others; and 
ſome make a ſcruple of one thing, ſome of another, as they are 
diverſly affet<d towards ſhe matter of their ſcruples, Catholi» 

ues( tor this is a Catholique ſcruple, not flowing from any 
fngle, or particular fancy, ) ſtand affe&ted rowards the iudg- 
ment of the Catholique Church ; therefore( according te the 
Sceptique way of Philoſophers) they make a ſcrupleto fellow 
the diuells doctrine,and io fly from thedoGtine of the Churehtr: 
you, out of acoatraty affcRion,make aſcruple to relinquiſh the 
Diuclils doRrine, to follow the Church.

found at length the Aariadne's threed, of a molt manifeſt dire* 
&ion, Which threed of direction,ſo often offered to your hand's, 
fpun out of the bowell's ot all Aduerſaries of the Catholique 
Church, as erdinary as cobwebb's, I wonder much how you 
law it no ſoongr. It is euident, you haus talked bony, 
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For what more ordinary Rendeuous of all Heretiques then 
Prouocation from the Church to Scripture? But, no; we are 
deceaued ; for in this way of diſcourſe, wherein you reiet all 
ordinary meanes of ſuppreſſing Hereſies , you take a ſhorter

For how can there be, or euer haue beene any ſuch thing as 
Hereſy in coherence with this diſcourſe ? For was there eucr 
Heretique who could not pretend his endeauourto vnderſtand 
the Scripture in the true ſenſe? yea, and ſuthcient endeauour, 
( excluding the authority otthe Church, Councels &c. by em- 
vloyingall theforce of his natural wit & perſonallabilitics? & 
whocan ſay he employed not hisendeauour by all theſe? Then 
this endeauour only ſuppoſed ,though he belicued the Scriptu- 
resina falſe ſenſe ,and ypon that falſe ſenſe grounded falſe do- 
Arine, euen repugnant to Chriſtian faith, yet he was no Hes» 
retique by you ; nay they did him wrong who would moleſt 
him any further, or require any other beliete at his hands. 

Who can ſay now, that Artus was an Heretique ? or Eutyches 
an Heretique? or Manicbeus an Heretique? Who can lay that any 
of thoſe ancizntly condemned Heretiques endeauoured not ſuf 
ficiently , by all other meanes, within the compaſlle of their abi» 
lities ( Pope, Councell , and Church excepted) to find out the 
true ſenſe of the Scripture, orto b-lieue ir, in the truclenſe? 

Remot, For hethat belieues the Scripture ſyucerely , and endeauoars 
to belieue it in the true ſenſe, cannot poſſibly be an Heretique, 

Promet. Who ſhall now beable to ludge, or condemne any 
Heretique ? After what manner ſhall he frame his inditement ? 
Who ſhall be able to conuince a ſincere Proteſlour, him or her, 
who profeſleth ſufhiciently his endeauour , to belicue Scripture 
in the true ſenſe, by bis moſt daily verſing and conuerfing with 
it, his moſt punAuall citation of Booke, Chapter, and Verſe ; 


who will hardly exchange an ordinary ſalutation, but in the 
F Scrip= 


42 Heautomachia, 
Scripture-phraſe 5 who Ifay thall be able to convince his want 
of eadeauour to belieue the Scripture in the true ſenſe, eſpeci- 
ally being required to belicue that only, and no man liuing,nor 
nothing elſe? who can cendemne him for an Hetetique, what- 
ſocuer he beiicue, or belicue not ? 
Tell me Aduocare, is this the way whereby to meet in that 
Eph:/.4. one Rend:uous,of which $. Paul, Dones 8:Curamis Onnes In vnith- 
tem fidet? theſe as many ſcuerall belietes , as ſeuerall, or diverſe, 
or contrary ynderſtandings of the Scriptures ? theſe ſo many 
wayes,ſome on the lett, ſome on the right hand, ſome forward, 
ſome quite back ward, befices athouland ſubdiuifious of ſomany 
ſeucrall wayes of doctrines and interpretations ?
